NOTICE  TO  DOG  OWNERS 


Chapter  150,  Laws  of  New  Hampshire 

Section  6 — EiVery  owner  or  keeper  of-a  dog  three  months  old  or 
over  shall  annually  on  or  before  April  30  cause  it  to  be  registered, 
numbered,  described  and  licensed  for  one  year  from  the  first  day  of 
the  ensuing  May,  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  city  or  town  wherein 
said  dog  is  kept  and  shall  cause  it  to  wear  around  its  neck  a  collar 
distinctly  marked  with  its  owner's  name,  and  bearing  attached  to 
said  collar  a  metal  tag  distinctly  marked  with  its  registered  number. 
Said  tag  shall  be  furnished  by  the  clerk  at  the  expense  of  the  city  or 
town  from  the  amount  received  from  dog  license  fees. 

Section  18 — The  mayor  of  each  city  and  the  selectmen  of  each 
town  shall  annually  within  ten  days  from  May  first  issue  a  warrant 
to  one  or  more  police  officers  or  constables  directing  them  to  proceed 
forthAvith  either  to  kill  or  cause  to  be  killed  all  dogs  within  such  city 
or  town  not  licensed  and  collared  according  to  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter,  and  to  enter  complaint  against  the  owners  or  keepers  there- 
of; and  any  person  may,  and  every  police  officer  and  constable  shall 
kill  or  cause  to  be  killed  all  such  dogs,  whenever  and  wherever  found. 
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TOWN  WARRANT 


THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

[L.S.]  To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Cornish  in  the 
County  of  Sullivan  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote 
in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  The  Town  House  in  said 
Cornish  on  Tuesday,  the  twelfth  day  of  March,  next,  at  ten  of  the 
clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects  and  to  close 
at  five  of  the  clock. 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  en- 
suing: 1  Selectman  for  3  years;  1  trustee  of  Trust  Funds,  3  years; 
1  Library  Trustee  for  3  years. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations 
of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  what  sums  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
for  the  repair  of  highways  and  bridges. 

4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
or  appropriate  for  Memorial  Day. 

5.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  vote  to  take  in  making 
up  the  deficiency  in  the  Mercer  Fund  and  raise  or  appropriate 
money  therefor. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  money,  if  necessary,  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Selectmen  to 
sell  or  otherwise  administer  on  property  acquired  through  tax  sales. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
or  appropriate  for  the  support  of  Tovm  Poor,  Old  Age  Assistance 
and  Soldier's  Aid. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  not  exceeding  one  one  hundredth  of  one  percent  (1/100  of  1%) 
of  the  assessed  valuation  based  on  the  assessment  of  1945  for  the 
purpose  of  publicizing  and  promoting  the  natural  advantages  and 
resources  of  the  town,  together  with  other  towns  in  the  Dartmouth- 
Lake  Sunapee  Region. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  or  appropriate  the 
sum  of  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100)  for  Street  Lights  on  Cornish 
Flat  for  the  ensuing  year. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  petition  the  State  Tax 
Commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by  the  Division  of  Municipal 
Accounting  and  to  make  an  appropriation  to  cover  the  expense  of 
such  an  audit. 

12.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
or  appropriate  for  the  repair  and  upkeep  of  the  Town  Cemeteries. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  or  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500)  for  the  support  of  the  Town 
Fire  Department. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  One 
Thousand  Dollars  ($1000)  to  pay  for  the  6th  bond  of  the  bond  issue 
due  August  1st,  1946  borrowed  to  repair  road  damage  of  June  12, 
1940. 
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15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  or  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Three  Hundred  Fifty  Dollars  ($350)  to  pay  interest  on 
bonds  and  notes  for  the  ensuing  year. 

16.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  Town  Charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations 
of  same. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  or  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Four  Hundred  Dollars  ($400)  for  the  support  of  the  George 
H.  Stowell  Free  Library. 

18.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard  to  pur- 
chasing a  Road  Gradpr  and  raise  money  therefor. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  or  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($500)  for  a  new  pump  for  the  Fire 
Truck  with  the  provision  that  the  firemen  will  donate  $100  or  more 
for  necessary  equipment. 

20.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
for  the  control  of  White  Pine  Blister  Rust. 

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  One 
Hundred  Fifty  Dollars  ($150)  to  be  used  to  insure  Town  Em- 
ployees against  accident. 

22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  One 
Thousand  Dollars  ($1000)  for  a  heating  system  for  the  new  town 
shed. 

23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  Three  Hundred  Dollars  ($300)  to  be  used  for  Culverts 
only. 

24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  or  appropriate  the 
sum  of  Four  Hundred  Dollars  ($400)  to  be  used  for  sanding  icy 
roads. 

25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  Seven 
Hundred  Seventy-Four  Dollars  Fifty  cents  ($774.50)  and  receive 
the  sum  of  Three  Thousand  Ninety-Seven  Dollars  Ninety  Nine 
cents  ($3,097.99)  from  the  State  to  be  used  on  Class  Five  Roads. 

26.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  to  continue  the  improvement  program  of  the 
Cornish  cemeteries. 

27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  One  Hundred  Dollars  ($100)  to  purchase  equipment  (stove, 
dishes,  tables,  etc.)  to  be  used  in  the  Town  House  for  serving  meals 
for  the  benefit  of  various  organizations  and  entertainments  in 
the  Town. 

28.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard  to  pay- 
ing the  Tax  Collector  on  a  percentage  basis  and  to  establish  the 
rate  percent. 

29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  One  Thousand  Dollars 
($1000)  to  be  used  as  the  first  payment  on  the  long  term  note 
on  the  new  Town  Shed. 

30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  One 
Thousand  Dollars  ($1000)  to  add  to  the  Sinking  Fund  for  the  Pur- 
pose of  Purchasing  new  Highway  equipment  when  it  becomes 
available. 

31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  Fifteen 
Hundred  Dollars  ($1500)  for  the  repair  of  highway  equipment  and 
heating  the  Town  Shed. 

32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  the  inventory  blanks 
delivered  by  the  Selectmen  when  taking  inventory  or  to  distribute 
them  by  March  20th. 
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33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  continue  the  Town  Dump 
on  the  same  basis  as  last  year. 

34.  By  request:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue 
the  road  leading  from  east  road  to  Cornish  Flat  to  the  road  from 
So.  Cornish  to  Newport  via  the  Park  back  of  the  Lear  cottage 
now  owned  by  Fred  Mark. 

35.  By  request:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  discontinue 
the  road  leading  east  from  Eliza  Pagets  house  to  the  Minnie 
Smith  Barn. 

36.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Dog  Constable 
to  charge  $1.00  additional  fee  on  all  dogs  that  are  not  licensed  by 
May  1st  and  said  $1.00  to  be  paid  by  the  dog  owner.  This  relieves 
the  ToviTTi  from  paying  any  fees  on  dog  license  collections  after 
the  first  of  May.  Said  collections  to  be  made  either  by  the  Town 
Clerk  or  Constable. 

37.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  sum  of  One 
Hundred  Dollars  ($100)  the  income  of  which  to  be  used  for  the 
care  and  upkeep  of  the  Eben  M.  Johnson  lot  in  Edminster  Ceme- 
tery and  to  be  known  as  the  Eben  M.  Johnson  Fund.  Donor 
Vonnie  S.  Johnson. 

38.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  sum  of  One 
Hundred  Dollars  ($100)  the  income  of  which  to  be  used  for  the 
care  and  upkeep  of  the  Philander  C.  Stearns  lot  in  the  Edminster 
Cemetery  and  to  be  known  as  the  P.  C.  Stearns  Fund.  Donors 
Vonnie  S.  Johnson  and  Olin  Stearns. 

39.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regard  to  the 
care  of  flags  and  paying  for  having  them  put  up. 

40.  To  hear  reports  for  Officers,  Agents,  Auditors  and  Com- 
mittees heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  in  relation  thereto. 

41.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  this  meeting.

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Dear  Friend  :- 

At  the  last  Town  Meeting  of  the  Town  of  Cornish,  New  Hamp- 
shire, the  people  voted  to  have  a  Town  Cemetery  Association  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Selectmen  who  would  appoint  one  person 
to  act  as  Sexton  of  all  the  cemeteries  and  who  would  employ  such 
additional  help  as  would  be  necessary  to  take  proper  care  of  the 
cemeteries  of  the  toAvn  and  beautify  them  as  far  as  possible  using 
such  money  as  might  be  available. 

Many  of  the  lots  in  Cornish  Cemeteries  already  have  funds 
invested  to  insure  perpetual  care  but  in  many  cases  where  the  fund 
is  small  the  interest  is  so  low  that  it  allows  only  a  small  amount 
of  work  to  be  done  on  the  lots  each  year.  It  is  the  desire  of  those 
interested  in  the  Association  that  all  persons  interested  who  have 
relatives  or  dear  friends  buried  in  Cornish  be  given  an  opportunity 
to  donate  towards  this  project.  No  stated  amount  is  asked.  That 
is  up  to  the  donor.  Any  amount  from  one  dollar  up  will  be 
accepted  and  a  receipt  sent  to  the  donor. 

The  funds  received  in  this  way  will  be  used  partly  for  the  im- 
mediate work  on  the  cemeteries  and  the  remainder  will  be  invested 
for  future  use  whenever  needed.  Also  a  donor,  may  specify  which 
cemetery  the  gift  or  proceeds  of  the  gift  is  to  be  used  in.  For 
instance:  a  gift  might  be  in  memory  of  some  person  who  was 
buried  in  a  certain  cemetery  and  would  naturally  be  used  in  that 
cemetery. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  Association  to  make  the  final  resting  places 
of  those  loved  ones  more  beautiful  and  well  kept  and  in  so  doing 
perpetuate  the  memory  of  those  who  have  gone  on  to  their  rewards.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S    REPORT 


To  the  Cornish  School  Board: 

It  is  to  be  deplored  that  Mr,  Mason  could  not  give  you  the  bene- 
fit of  his  long  years  of  experience  and  his  keen  judgment  in  this 
report. 

A  survey  of  the  schools  and  the  school  needs  of  Cornish  was 
made  a  short  time  ago  by  Mr.  Paul  Farnum  of  the  State  Board  of 
Education.  If  that  report  is  printed  in  your  Town  Report,  I 
should  like  to  call  special  attention  to  it. 

As  compared  with  a  great  many  rural  towns,  the  total  educa- 
tional needs  of  Cornish  are  not  being  met.  He  has  called  particular 
attention  to  sanitary  conditions  that  are  very  expensive  to  remedy 
in  a  modern  manner.  Location  of  buildings,  playground  facilities 
and  space,  contour  of  the  terrain,  sanitary  conveniences,  lunch 
preparation,  and  ventilation  might  all  be  improved  by  a  new  build- 
ing. A  smaller  number  of  grades  per  teacher  is  a  great  advantage 
educationally  as  well  as  in  obtaining  teachers. 

If  methods  of  financing  a  new  building  can  possibly  be  found  it 
is  my  belief  that  it  should  be  constructed.  It  has  been  my  general 
experience  that  excluding  the  costs  of  repayment  of  principal  and 
interest  the  cost  of  schools  in  Cornish  would  not  be  less  and  might 
be  somewhat  more,  but  the  return  on  your  investment  would  be 
immeasurably  greater.  When  I  say  that  the  cost  probably  would 
not  be  less,  I  am  speaking  in  general  and  from  past  experience  in 
observing  costs  in  various  towns.  The  one  item  of  transportation 
usually  is  the  deciding  factor  of  whether  it  will  cost  more  or  less 
than  at  present.  I  wonder  whether  a  community  can  afford  to  fall 
behind  in  terms  of  educational  and  other  advantages  in  raising  the 
next  generation. 

The  shortage  of  teachers  is  as  true  today  in  the  elementary 
school  field  as  it  was  last  year  at  this  time.  While  there  are  more 
secondary  teachers  available  there  will  not  be  a  surplus  of  elemen- 
tary teachers  for  many  years  to  come. 

While  I  have  seen  but  little  of  your  teachers,  it  would  appear 
at  present  that  all  of  your  schools  were  conducted  in  good  order 
and  by  capable  teachers.
